That this cou has more government than the population warrants 
can be understood when it is pointed out that there is a representative in 
the Canadian House of Commons for every 42,354 persons as compared 
with one for every 74,909 of population in the British House of Commons 
and when to this is added representation in the provincial legislatures aver- 
aging ne for ever 113,762 of population, the expense of government is 
altogether disproportionate to the population and its ability to pay. 

To cope with this situation various remedies have been broached from 
time to time including proposals to reduce the number of legislatures to 
five, one for the maritime one each for Ontar.o and Quebec, one for the 
prairie provinces and one for British Columbia. Another is a reduction in 
the status of the provincial legislatures to that of the county councils of 
England, which unlib the legislature ire not sovereign bodies and are 
limited in scope and authority

Alberta Crop Report. 


From Alberta Department of Agriculture. 


EDMONTON, May 22, 1936.— 
In the southern districts and north 
to Red Deer, seeding has continued 
with little interruption during the 
past two weeks. In this area wheat 
seeding is completed in the more 
southerly sections, and only a small 
percentage remains to be completed 
east and north of Calgary, while 
seeding of coarse grains is well 
advanced, especially from Calgary 
south. 

Lacombe north to Athabasca, 
intermittent rains and comparative- 
iy low temperatures have continued 
‘o retard progress, these conditions 
heing more acute in the northern 
vortions of this area, where only 

© lighter soils and well drained 
i ids have been seeded In this 
zone an appreciable reduction in 
ihe intended wheat acreage seeme 
inevitable because of the abnormally 
lateseason Warm weather is need 
ed in this area to promote more 
favorable crop conditions. 

Rapid progress in spring work 
has continued in the east central 
jistricte north to Vermilion, wheat 
seeding being aimost completed and 
seeding of coarse graing general 

In the Peace River district. fine 
weather with occasional light show- 
ers has prevailed south of the river, 
where epring work has made normal 
progress and all seeding is wel! 
idvanced. North of the river work 
on the land was impeded by heavier 
rains until early inthe present week, 
though considerable progress has 
been made during the last few days 
with the major percentage of wheat 
seeding completed. 

Heavy rains on May 20 were more 
or less general from the Edmonton 
zone south to the boundary. Though 
this only added to the excess moist- 


ure in the north, it was most 
opportune in the more southerly 
districts, where a deficiency of 


surface moisture was beginning to 
be felt. A precipitation of 1.04 
inches is reported from Lethbridge 
for last Wednesday’s rain. 

Following are brief reports of 
conditions in various districts— 

Medicine Hat: Wheat seeding 
completed ; coarse gtains 75% 
Rain of May 20 meets immediate 
needa 

Lethbridge - Cardston: Wheat 
seeding completed; coarse grains 
75%; sugar beets seeded. Rains 
of May 20 provided one-haif to over 
one inch moisture. 

Calgary: Wheat practically all 
seeded; coarse grains60°% General 


conditions good following recent 
rains 
Rockyford: Wheat 90%, coarse 


grains 50% seeded. Moisture con- 
ditions excellent. 

Olds-Red Deer: Wheat 80% 
seeded; coarse grains just nicely 
started. Abundance of moisture; 
warm weather needed. 


Youngstown - Chinook: Wheat 


S0°> seeded; coarse grains well 
advanced. Fair moisture conditions. 
Lacombe: Wheat 90%; coarse 
grains Y0O%. General conditions 
promising. 
Camrose: Wheat 70 per cent 


seeded; coarse grains 20 per cent 
Land drying weil and conditions 
improving. 

Vermilion-Lloydminster: Wheat 
90 per cent, coarse grains 2A per 
cent seeded. Plenty of moisture. 

Westlock-Athabasca: Excess of 
moisture has seriously delayed al) 
seeding. Only 20 per cent wheat 
in and seeding of coarse grains has 
just begun. 

Grande Prairie: General condit- 
ions reported excellent; wheat all 
in and coarse graing well underway 

Grass ia growing rapidly in all 
parts of the province. There is a 
distinct tendency towards increase 
of foragecropsinthe north. Further 
reports of severe winter-killing of 
alfalfa are received from irrigation 
areas at Vauxhali and Brooks. 

There has been a fairly heavy 
movement of the medium kinds of 
beef cattle to market. The heavier 
well finished beef is not in demand 
and is meeting slow sale. Quitea 
number of these cattle are atill in 
the feed lots and their disposal is 
presenting a rather serious problem 
to the feeders Hoga are moving 
briskly in the south, but marketings 
in the north are down following 
adverse winter feed conditions. A 
fairly large mortality ia reported 
amongst epring litters Calf and 
lamb crops are satisfactory after the 
severe Winter and long cold epring. 
Dairy production is improving with 
pastures.
